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That Kid of Yours 


By CAPTAIN A. C. TOWNSEND 


RETTY nice kid, no? One 

of the finest, eh? Good 

head, healthy as a bull pup, 

seems to take after you, 

and gives promise of grow- 
ing up into a mighty fine man or wom- 
an. You’d like to give that kid every 
chance in the world, a college educa- 
tion or a good start in business, 
wouldn’t you? Well, why don’t you 
prepare to do so? ; 

Already started a savings account, 
have you? That’s fine, and it will 
nearly double itself twice over before 
the kid is 21, but Gosh! man, how 
slowly a savings account does grow! 
And are you sure you can continue 
to add to it, with all your other ex- 
penses, and maybe more kids to be 
looked after as time goes on. 

Well, why not use common sense 
and provide for that kid’s future right 
now, once and for all? I never did, 
but that is not the point, and besides, 
stamps did help a lot in putting my 
two through college. But when my 
first one came along 30 odd years 
ago I felt that stamps were going 
to peter out. There were too many 
being issued every year. People 
couldn’t get anywhere near all of 
them and would give up collecting in 
disgust. 

And now a wealthy man pays 
$38,000 for one stamp, and there are 
a number worth $10,000 to $15,000 
jeach. All good stamps go up yearly 

in catalog value. There is no possi- 
bility of collecting dying out. There 
are too many branches to it nowadays, 
too many big people collecting, too 
much money tied up in it. 

Believe that? All right. Got $200 
you can spare right now for that fine 
kid of yours. Buy unused U. S. stamps 
with that money, and put them care- 
fully away to be used only for the 
purpose of putting that kid through 
college, or starting him in business. 

You can’t lose! Those stamps are 

always good for face value. They 





are an obligation of Uncle Sam. 
Should you have a financial earth- 
quake, such as hit so many of us the 
last three years, they are not going 
to lose from 1/3 to 9/10 of their 
value, as our stocks and bonds did. 
They will be worth 100 cents on the 
dollar at least. 











EIGHT CENT AIR STAMPS 





Announcement was made at the 
Post Office Department, August 
19, that a new 8c Air Mail stamp 
as well as an 8c Air Mail envelope 
will be issued first at Washington 
on September 26, both at the gen- 
eral post office and at the Phila- 
telic Agency and at offices through- 
out the country as soon thereafter 
as distribution can be made. 

The new stamp and envelope 
will be of the same design as the 
present 5c stamp and 5c Air en- 
velope, except that the color will 
be changed to olive green. Does 
this mean that we will have an 
Airmail envelope with a red and 
olive green border or will the bor- 
der remain red and blue with the 
stamp in olive green. 

Neither the Washington post- 
office, nor the Philatelic Agency, 
will handle covers for collectors. 
You must arrange to get yours 
through dealers or through friends. 

















But 20 or 21 years from now, the 
almost absolute certainty is that those 
stamps will be worth ten, twenty or 
fifty times what you paid for them. 
If it is only ten times, you will have 
$2,000 for the kid from that $200 you 
soaked away for him or her. If it is 
fifty times, that kid will look back on 
Dad’s judgment with a lot of both 
gratitude and respect. 





Let’s check up a bit with the cata- 
log. If you or I in 1904 had bought 
$200 worth of fine copies of the 5c La. 
Purchase stamp, they list today at 
$1.50 and a block of 4 at $10.00. If 
we had bought the 5c Jamestown in 
1907, a block of 4 lists today at $5.00. 

*In 1909 we could have bought im- 
perforate sheets of the 2c Hudson- 
Fulton at 2c per stamp, with no ques- 
tion as to perfect centering. Today 
a block of 4 lists at $2.00, the arrow 
block at $3.00 and a center line block 
at $5.00. Not so bad! 

Twenty years ago we could have 
bought the 10c Panama-Pacific in 
sheets at face value. A block of 4 
lists now at $7.00. Not such a bad 
profit in 20 years. Beats compound 
interest. 

Step along ten years more, to 1920. 
Then we could have laid away the 5c 
Pilgrim with our $200. Today it 
lists at 60c. 1100% profit, and getting 
scarcer every year. Now skip to 1925, 
when the Norse-Americans came out 
No use rubbing it in on ourselves, but 
figure the profits on $200 and groan 
a little. 

The Hawaiians we could have 
bought in 1928 at $7.00 for 100 of 
each. The lowest wholesale offer I 
have seen recently is $35 for the two 
sheets—100% a year profit since we 
bought them. That $200 nest egg for 
the kid up to $1,000 in 4 years and 
growing. 

I don’t know yet how many of the 
5e Olympics are being issued, but I 
do know that in the mail they are 
about as scarce as feathers on a frog. 
Of course a lot of people have put 
them away, but a great many of them 
will sell at 50% and 100% profit, and 
20 years is a long time to hold any- 
thing. By the time that kid of yours 
is in need of money for college or 
whatever you determined for him or 
her, I’m willing to bet my other shirt 
that $200 worth of those stamps, 
bought now in perfect sheets or blocks 
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from the Agency, will pay the kid’s 
expenses. 

As I say, I never did anything of 
the sort. I was too smart. I bought 
stocks—something that would grow 
in value. Some of them did grow and 
would have made me rich had I held 
them, but I didn’t. Not one man in 
a million does. Let a stock show him 
a handsome profit and the itch to sell 
and take it is too much for him. He 
sells and then buys something else. 
I have some stocks today, and some 
bonds, that are only down from 30% 
to 90% of what I paid for them. They 
will eventually come back and go 
higher, I firmly “—o but I wish 
they were all fine U. 

Funny some people never learn! The 
first five hundred dollars I ever saved 
I put into a North Carolina develop- 
ment, privately organized by John 
Wannamaker and other prominent 
Philadelphians. I lost it, just as they 
did their money. Yet I already knew 
the value of stamps, for before then 
I had sold my kid collection for money 
to enter law school. 

As a boy in high school in Wash- 
ington I got the friendship of the man 
in the State Dept. who opened the 
foreign mail and put all the stamps 
in a big drawer. He let me help my- 
self to those stamps on Saturdays.

The first Gibraltar stamps had just 
come into use and I used to get the 
six pence and one shilling in quantity, 
singles, pairs and blocks—and trade 
them to a dealer for 35¢c in other 
stamps for the pair. They list at $12 
and $30 today. Also I had a friend 
in the Treasury Dept. from whom I 
used to get blocks of the first one 
peso of Uruguay. 

Just suppose I had had sense 
enough to put away 100 fine copies 
of each of those stamps in a little 
book, to be kept until I was 50, or 60, 
or 70. What a noble feeling of se- 
curity for the future, no matter what 
happened to the stock market. 

Later on I was with General Wood 
in Cuba when the surcharged U. 8S. 
came into use. I used to buy a lot of 
them and ship them to a dealer friend. 
I could have put away sheets of them 
for the future, including the Special 
Delivery and the Dues, without the 
slightest financial embarrassment. 

My first boy was born there. Full 
sheets of those stamps would have 
cost but $55.50. Did I provide for 
his future by putting away $222 worth 





until he was 21? I did not. Heaven 
knows why; I don’t. 

Henry Fowler tells me that he used 
to sell the 5c 1851 for one cent. Did 
Henry put away 100 or 1,000 (Ten 
dollars worth) for his old age? Ask 
him, don’t ask me. I have enough 
darn foolishness of my own to groan 
over. 

Now, you who read this, what are 
you going to do about it and your 
kid? Shake your head and say 
“Shucks, those opportunities are gone 
forever,” and do nothing? Don’t you 
believe it. Stamp collecting is grow- 
ing as never before. The Bi-Centen- 
nial series made many thousands of 
new collectors, and more join on with 
every new stamp issued. There are 
more big men, men with money, mak- 
ing collections. You put some stamps 
away for that kid and live long 
enough to bless my memory, if you 
ever happen to think of me twenty 
years from now. 


NAVAL POSTMARKS 





The Navy Department Bureau of 
Navigation is receiving many in- 
quiries from collectors of naval post- 
marks relative to first day cancella- 
tions, special cachets, etc., in some 
cases stamped envelopes are sent 
along with a request that they be 
sent to some ship for cancellation. 
The operation of the Navy Mail 
Service on vessels of the Navy is pure- 
ly a local matter entirely under the 
control of the commanding officer of 
the vessel and is an activity of which 
this Bureau has no knowledge at all 
as regards special cancellations, etc. 
The clerical force of the Bureau being 
limited, the work involved: in answer- 
ing such inquiries is rapidly becom- 
ing a handicap to the necessary offi- 
cial business. Collectors are requested 





not to send covers to the Bureau.

AUSTRALIA—Further enlightenment on the 
2p. unwatermarked variety, of which mention 
was made in our issues of Dec. 5, 1931, and 
July 28, 1932. It appears that when com- 
mencing a new run of paper into the machine 
which gives the watermark, a few feet of 
pulp are allowed thru, before the dandy roll 
comes into contact.

Benjamin Lincoln. We lost the siege 
of Charlestown. Then I helped in the 
attack on the British at Savannah and 
there I was wounded and died. A sad 
story! 

Not at all, General. You fought al- 
ways for the cause of justice and lib- 
erty, and left a wonderful memory 
for the inspiration of the youth of 
= for all times. Goodbye, Gen- 
eral.

PLATE Collecting Plate Num- 
NUMBERS bers is one branch of 

Collecting that has been 
in fashion for many years. Somehow 
or other it has never seemed to thrive 
as have certain other side lines of 
collecting. In the early days, in ad- 
dition to the plate number there was 
also the imprint which was usually 
saved along with the plate number and 
it is these early numbers and imprints 
that add much of interest to a collec- 
tion of the various issues. 

In later years when the numbers 
were at the tops and bottoms or on 
two sides of a sheet, the urge was to 
collect them in blocks of six, some 
were satisfied with a block of four 
while others wanted only strips of 
three, the idea being to get the num- 
ber flanked with a plain stamp either 
side of it. At present, with sheets 
carrying numbers at the corners, a 
block of four is in fashion. 

In all these methods of collecting, 
the added expense of a lot of surplus 
stamps is what keeps more collectors 
from following the game. Some col- 
lect only one number of any position 
or of some particular position while 
others collect all positions. 

Recently there have been a large 
number of people who have had the 
courage to collect plate numbers in 
single stamps only. The great advan- 
tage of collecting single stamps with 
plate numbers lies in the reduced 
cost of the various pieces. A single 
stamp can be acquired for face while 
a block costs four times the price of a 
single stamp and consequently multi- 
plies the cost to such a figure that 
none but the wealthy can afford this 
hobby. 

Your editor has taken a fancy to 
plate numbers of the current Bicen- 
tennial issue and he is collecting 
them in single copies, all four posi- 
tions. 

Plate numbers are interesting in 
that they give one a complete visable 
record of the different plates from 
which the stamps have been printed 
and as a record, nothing could be 
more desirable. 

To those who wish some other di- 
rection in which to let out some of 
their surplus energy, we suggest plate 
numbers in single copies. You will 
find it both interesting and attrac- 
tive, and we feel certain that you will 
find a lot of people with whom you 
can exchange.

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NOTES ON STAMPS OF ENGLAND 





Montgomery Mulford 





An interesting editorial appeared 
in the June 24, 1932, Manchester 
Guardian of England, under title of 
“Stamps and Coins”, in which it is 
shown that philatelic experts have 
drawn resolutions and have started 
propaganda for the issuance of new, 
and more descriptive postage stamps 
for Great Britain. A few excerpts 
from this editorial will be interesting: 

“There are signs of dissatisfaction 
with our far from impressive postage 
stamps—among other symptoms the 
philatelic experts who have been 
meeting in conference at Brighton 
have been passing resolutions which 
appeal for the introduction of new de- 
signs. It is even suggested that, in 
addition to the issues which bear the 
King’s head, there should be special 
stamps that commemorate national 
beauty spots or famous men. That 
would be a great broadening out of 
precedents for this cautious isle; 
hitherto our postage stamps have re- 
mained persistently faithful to royal 
portraits, despite the fact that in ear- 
lier days there were ultra-loyalists who

professed to see in the use of Queen 
Victoria’s effigy for this purpose a 
most seditious innovation, since it in- 
volved the frequent punching of the 
royal head and shoulders by an ob- 
literating date-stamp and postmark. 
Since then loyal doubts of that punc- 
tilious sort appear to have been won- 
derfully dispelled. The most consistent 
reluctance to punch anybody’s head 
except that of the reigning sovereign 
has been shown; the only postage 
stamp which does not bear that em- 
blem, displayed in generally indistin- 
guished design, is that horrid little 
“Postage Due” affair which indicates 
a communication that has been insuf- 
ficiently stamped by its sender. It 
remains an obvious fact that we might 
easily have both far more distinguish- 
ed stamps which embody the royal 
portrait and also more room for in- 
teresting printing and designs in the 
shape of stamps that offer other sub- 
jects for treatment.” 

We all know that Great Britain 
issued the first adhesive postage 
stamps in 1840, portraying Queen Vic- 
toria. The second issue bore the 
same portrait, without watermark; 
Victoria appears on British Isle 
stamps up to the 1901 series when 
King Edward appears. The last Ed- 
wardian portraits appear on the issue 
of 1911, when George Vth appears and 
does so to this date. The 1913-18 
issue gives us some relief of portrait 
monotony in that Britannia is shown 
with the portrait (George V). 

The 1924 British Empire exposition 
issue (picturing the Fifth George and 
a regal Lion), and the 1929 postal 
union congress issue are also a little 
different. 

The first postage due stamps of 
England appeared in 1914-18; the 
country has not yet issued an airmail 
stamp. Let us hope that the energetic 
philatelists of our sister state across 
the sea will be able to bring about 
changes that will include variant de- 
signs in the British stamps. 


OLYMPIC COVERS 





Covers from the Olympic Games 
are at hand. From Mr. William S. 
Bellows, M.D., comes a cover cancelled 
at Los Angeles on July 30, the date 
on which the Games opened. This 
cover has a very neat circular cachet 
bearing the wording “Mailed From 
The U. S. Temporary Post Office in 
Olympic Village.” This is the Village 
where the contestants in the games 
from all parts of the world are quar- 
tered. The cover from Dr. Bellows 
bears a 3c and 5c Olympic as well as 
the 2c Lake Placid for the winter 
games. Another cover is from Mr. 
Royce Robertson of Gardena, Calif. 
Mr. A. F. Gerard of Wheeling, W. Va., 
mails cover from Olympia Fields, II1., 
and from Olympia, Wash., and Olym- 
pia, Ky., on July 30, as a souvenir of 
the Olympic games on this date.
